Lande lend tho discuss on with » sum- | 
maty and discussion of co-operation 
et the wheat producers up to the time j 
of the inception of the wheat pools 

The first shipment of wheat from , 
this country via Chicago to Europe, t 
was in lS5f>. In 1SS6, the C1M1- began 
a policy of giving land grants to set- 
t'ers .along its lines, and free leases to j 
e'evator corporat'ons. Under thi* sys- 
tem the wheat was sold through the 
elevators at the farmers' expense. This 
naturally led to certain abuses of their 
privileges by the elevator corporations. 
Accordingly, a Royal Commision was 
appointed in 1S33 io investigate this 
situation. The result was the Manitoba 
Grain act of l?no, authorising 1 censed 
elevators. Provision was made so that j 
the farmers could sell d ied to the j 
cars. Dut. Lande pointed out. legis- i 
lature and enforcement are two differ- | 
ent things. 

in 1501, the Territorial Grain Grow- , 
ers' association was formed to secure j 
the guaranteed protect. on provided by ‘ 
the Act. Th' a followed the Manitoba. 
Grain Growers' Assoc ation. The ‘car 
distributution' clause was challenged i 
and a trial was held on a case In the 
North West Terr tories. As a surprise j 
to all, the farmers wen dec sively over I 
the C-P.71. in both the lower court and 
in the Superior court to which an ap- 
peal was made. 

It was then slipu'atcd that cars . 
were to he supplied :o applicants -n 
rotation in the order in which their i 
names appeared on the order lists. 
This was in 1505. 

In 1 506, Partridge advocated farm- 
er's co-operative corporations. He 
saw that appeal to legis'ation could 
be of no ava l. The farmers' corpora- . 
tior. was to act in opposition to the: 
consumers' societies- The tame year 
saw the result of Partridge’s agita- ; 
tien in the foundation of the Grain ■ 
Growers' Grain Company. The Grain 1 
Exchange claimed the r.ght to sus- 
pend the Grain Growers', hut were ^ 
thwarted by Rogers, who declared 
this act on to be unjust. Accordingly, ; 
the Gran Growers' was readmitted to | 
the Manitoba Giain Growers' Corpor- i 
ation. However, the Manitoba Grainl 
Growers' passed out in 100?, to be j 
later reformed as a voluntary atsoc - !

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MEDICAL SCHOOLS WERE NEVER COMPARED 



R KC13NT nows Homs fUating th.it McGill was rnnfcptl fourth amongst Ame- 
rican colleges for excellence, in the Rockefeller foumlntloit report, are 
unfounded and inaccurate. 

Yesterday, the “Dally” very unfortunately misquoted Dr. Martin, >vho was 
incorrectly reported to have mentioned tills report, with a statement to the 
effect that McGill “has .been ranked higher." Needless to mention, Dr. Mar- 
tin made no statement of that sort, and said .nothing that would lend to such 
an inference. 

The original rumor is traced to the Toronto “Saturday Night." In the 
issuo of October L’Oth, there appeared a print of the Medical School of Tor- 
onto University, with the legend attached thereto saying that the Rockefeller 
Foundation had classified in order to merit four medical schools -Toronto 
Harvard, John Hopkins and McGill. This was a misstatement of facts, inas- 
much as the Rockefeller Foundation officially declares that it has at no 
time ever classified medical schools on this continent. 

It found Its way indirectly into the columns of the “Daily” and several 
other papers. Kven the Literary Digest is repotted to have included it in its 
columns.

\ But three qualities, nil depending and reacting on each other, are often 
woefully lacking. M e refer to dependability, reliability and thoroughness. 

In order that we might select an example of this from a phase of univer- 
sity life we know fairly well, we can refer to the McGill "Daily" Itself. 

One of the first principles of journalism that is Impressed upon a reporter 
when he joins the staff of the Daily, or any other newspaper, is the necessity 
of covoring his assignment, no matter what may stand in the way. Different 
classes of newspapers have different ways of impressing this upon their re- 
porters, and of enforcing obedience. The managing board of the McGill 
Daily have not ia their hands the potent weapon of coercion that is wielded 
by all the down-town papers which have paid staffs. In their case, failure 
to cover assignments is summarily dealt with. At the same time, the man- 
aging board of our paper must have the constant support of all the reporters 
if the reputation of the paper is to be kept up. 

The practice has been growing lately of writing in the assignment book 
some such phrase as "Enable to come tonight — too busy". On some nights 
more than half the staff have gracefully excused themselves in this manner, 
and, in spite of all efforts by the night editor to fill their vacancies, the 
assignments have not been properly covered. 

IT the McGill Daily is to maintain its high position among college news- 
papers of this continent, reporters must see that their assignments are duly 
covered. 

■"'The "Daily" has noted a similar deficiency In 'dubs and societies. 

1: has always been the policy of the Daily to co-opcrat* as closely u 
possible with the clubs about the campus. The secretaries of these clubs 
have a duty to perform, in notifying the Daily Office of their meetings. It is 
only in this way — by co-operation between editors, reporters, and club secre- 
taries — that the Daily can fill its position on the campus lo the satisfaction 
of everyone.

SPORTSMANSHIP 



r T O win, to lose, io play the game a true sportsman is or should be the am- 
* bition of everyone. Sportsmanship is something that is understood by 
most, and its real qualities of fairness and love of the game are engrained 
in man's nature 

A true sportsman nuts: conduct himself as such at all times, not only 
when winning or losing, hut also when victor or vanquished. "There are 
two' requisites for perfect sportsmanship," say IV. O. McGcehan, American 
sports editor "to win gracefully and to lose graciously." Mr. McGeehan con- 
siders that the real test of a man s sportsmanship comes after the game when 
his conduct either as victor or vanquished reveals his inner nature. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, aviator, and Christy Mathcwson, American professional base- 
ball player are cited as examples, the one of a victor who received his honors 
gracefully, the other of a loser, who was ever gracious in defeat. 

At present perhaps the most stress is laid on the importance of being a 
good loser. People have to come to look so much at the manner in which 
defeat is taken that It has now become almost easier to accept reverses than 
to carry victory in a seemly manner. The victor must call upon all h!s self, 
control to subdue bis natural exultation, while a certain dignity tends to 
sustain the vanquished. 

But often it is during the game Itself that It becomes most difficult to act 
the true sportsman Little incidents which occur during the bent of a closely- 
fought contf;' to br.og out the real characteristics of the contestants and 
to show what kind of toiture Iks hidden beneath the surface. 

Sportsmanship, too Is noticeable In crowds, which are notorious for being 
unfair and partisan M'-Gili crowds are sometimes guilty In this respect, 
hut titty unsportsmanlike demons': ntloti has generally been checked at the 
outset as it always should 

It must also r remembered that sportsmanship Is not confined to sports 
but takes Its pine. n dally life in the shape of fair actions and square deal- 
ings.

FRATERNITY PSYCHOLOGY 



Minnesota "Daily" on How Fratern* 
ity Men Spend Time 



Two psychology students, In pur- 
su t of a good mark lit Unit suhjoct, 
spout a considerable per od of time 
finding out how fraternity men spend 
the’r time. They chose fraternity men 
because they would have I heir sub- 
jects in one group and thus ekmlnulo 
much useless chasing. Tho two expn- 
r mentors, both members of fraterni- 
ties passed out slips on which their 
brothers worn asked lo est'mato llto 
amount of time they spent each vvook 
In sleeping, eating, coimnut ng, c'uss 
study, reading, shows, dances, oiitsbln 
activities, ontsido work, and In leaf- 
lag. The results are indeed surpr slag. 

After the men had estimated their 
time spent on each plias a of college 
life, tho two students checked up ac- 
curately on tho men and compared 
their estimates with the way they ac- 
tually spout their week. Tho result 
showed that fraternity men do not 
commute, read, work on outside activi- 
ties or outside of school as, much as 
they think they do, and that they loaf 
a good deal more than' they thought. 

Tho tests were conducted the week 
before mldquartor examinations, 
which may have helped to account for 
the fact that the men studied almost 
one hour for every hour they spent In 
class. Sleeping occupied the b'ggest 
place on the chart, although the men 
did not sleep quite as much as they 
thought. Loafing was second, with 
classes and studying following closely. 
Eating, outside work, commuting, 
outside activities, shows and reading 
followed in the order named. 

The two men came to the follow- 
ing conclusions: 

L Fraternity men spend about ns 
much time as they think they do 
at study. 

2. They loaf more than they think 
they do, but their loafing Is done at 
tho expense of other things rather 
than of study. 

It would seem, granting that tho 
two houses studied aro typical, that, 
although loafing plays a largs part In 
fraternity life, and much of th* *o- 
callod loafing can bo called construc- 
tive talk, study Is not overlooked In 
the Greek letter houses, and that Hie 
pursuit of an education Is not one of 
tho side Issues of college life.

Tho Interior Is entirely modern and 
fireproof to tho greatest degree. One 
wing has been given over to tho stor- 
.ng of books, being capable of contain- 
ing about 60,000 volumes. The stacks 
open on a large public library room, 
and on tho great vaulted reading 
room which occupies the entire top 
floor, apart from the w.ng. Books 
not In current use will be kept in the 
basement, where aro also situated 
tho wash rooms and cloak roiir.* for 
the convenience of students. 

On tho first floor, studies a Hbratj 
room, and offices have a place, beside 
the Boardroom, where Facility meet- 
ings will be held. 

The Mary MeMIsh Archibald Me- 
morial .Library is found opening off 
tho central hall. It has been furnish- 
ed by the donor Dr. Raymond Archi- 
bald. of Brown University Provid- 
ence who as a graduate of Mount Al- 
lison, has taken the keenest interest 
In the new Library. The Jenrle L. 
Johnson Memorial Library which has 
been steadily growing as a res'dt cf 
the endowment provided by the sons 
of Dr. D. W. and Mrs. Johnson, 
will be placed i> a similar room. This 
library has become one of the most 
comprehensive collections of Canadian 
1 tcrature In the Maritime Provinces.
